We cannot better express our joy at this event, than by arequest to be 
made acquainted, through the medium of your printed Reports, with the 
result of your endeavors to diffuse the pure word of God throughout the 
wide dominions of the States oi North America. 

However great the distance at which we live from each other, we feel 
ourselves associated with you in the blessed vocation of offering those re- 
vered documents, upon which the faith of all Christians rests, to such of 
the children of men as do not possess them; and of thereby leading them 
to a nearer and fruitfel knowledge of our Holy Redeemer, Jesus Christ, 
who “of God is made, unto all that believe on him, wisdom, and right: 
eousness, and sanctification, and redemption.” “To elorify the name of 
Christ be, therefore, the aimof our exertions ; exertions which cannot fail 
to receive the anprebation and blessing of God, even though but few evi- 
dences of itshould be geenin this Lite. 
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We send you along with this epistle twelve copies of our Report for 
this year, io be distributed among your provincial societies 3 and by this 
act commence an intercourse and connezion with you, which we desire te 
render as extensive as we can. You will undoubtedly be able to make it 
as instructive to us, as it will be interesting, by the rich fund of experience 
which your activity will supply. Tow much will you discover favovable 
to the advancement of eur design! and, onthe ether hand, how many ditli- 
culties will you encounter! A wise application of the former, and a 
careful consideration of the letter, cannot but yield valuable informa- 
tion to us who have searcely yet begun to mature our plan of opera- 
tion, 

With joyful aspirations we loox forward with you to that day wher 
“the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the Lerd as the waters cover 
the sea?’ when “there shall be one feld and one shepherd” and when elt 
differences among christians shallend tm the worship et God and his an- 
ointed, in spirit and in truth. 

May the head ot his Church, the Lord J¢sus Christ, who knows all the 
trie members of the same, of whatever name or people they may be, ex- 
ceeding abundantly increase their number by smilirtg upon the labors of 
Bible Societies tn all parts of the world; thereby marking them out and 
lifting them up fer aeign of the times, to which the nations shall look and 
praise him ! 

Do not misconstrue it as presumption, that we address you in our own 
language. ‘There are among you many who were formerly inhabitants of 
Gerwany, and still speak German; and these will be our interpreters. 
We shall, on cur part, thankfully receive your answer in the English lan- 
guage, with which we are acquainted, as soon as it shall be agreeable te 
you to honor us with the same.

‘The progressing 1- 
fluence of the gospe! has weakened, but not destroyed, the delusion 
Under the same guise, he is still dividing the followers of the Prince of 
Peace ; and with infernal art, he not only prevents them from uniting 
tlieir strength to resist his power, but, by excitingin their breasts the un- 
holy passions of envy and jealousy, he is making them his unconscious aux- 
iliaries. 

However misrepresented cr misunderstood, Christian charity is still 

he same, and to this day exhibits the same features ascribed to her by the 
great Apostle ef the Gentiles—sitill seeking not har own ; not easily pro- 
yoked; thinking no evil. Some, it is true, have in all ages exemplified 
this principle in their lives; but it was reserved for the British and Foreign 
Bible Society to exhibit it in all its heavenly lustre ; breathing glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth, peace and good wiilto man. We are 
following the bright example. Pure, disinterested benevolence, unmin- 
gled with private views; unpolluted by political intrigues or sectarian 
jJealousies, is the principle which actuates and governs this Society. To 
advance the glory of our Maker, and to promote the salvation of our fe!- 
low man, by giving them an unerring standard of faith and rule of prac- 
tice, is our only object. As this object does not need, so it does not de 
mand, the smallest sacrifice of truth, the slighest concession of opinion, 
When we enter this Society, we neither leave, nor are we expected to 
leave behind us our distinctive religious opinions. Hadthis Society been 
so constituted, as to have required fiom her members any practice or ad- 
mission inconsistent with the strongest attachment to the peculiar tenets 
of the Episcopal Church, of which I ama member, 1 would not now, Sir, 
have had the honor of addressing you. Butalthough our opinions contin- 
ue different, our hearts are here united—we here learn not to call those 
common, wham God hath cleansed; and rejoice to discover, that those 
views and sentiments which we cannot but regard as erroneous, are still 
consistent with he .ess of life. and zeal for the service of Cod. 

Itisthus, that the Society, by dispelling prejudices, promoting candor, 
and cullivating the benevolent affections, tends to prepaie the wind for 
the reception of those sacred truths, which it is her design to disseminate ; 
and thus she repays, and more than repays her members, for all their ex- 
ertions in her cause. But her hallowed influence is not confined within 
her own liunts. She is taking from the ruler and the subject, the rich 


and the poor, pledges of their belief in the inspired yolume ; and js re 
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cording their proiests against the slanders and falsehoods of infidelity.

‘The 
press also, which has just arrived from Bengal, will not probably be allow- 
ed to stop long in Kangoon. ‘This will open a wide field, ana make it ne- 
cessary to support two stations. lL beg, therefore, 9 the Board will 
endeavor to send out one or two men with brother Rice, or as soon after as 
possib le. The sooner they are on the rround, learning the language, the 
sooner the y Wil e he fit forservice. Ihave never before thought it prudent 
to write for more men, in addition to those I knew were destined to the 
poate ; but some favorable prospects lately begin to open; and the more 
hecome acquainted with the state of things, the less reason I have to 
fear that the government of the ceuntr y will, at present, oppose the work. 
We know not the designs of God, in regard to this country ; but I can- 
ot but have raised expectations.

ward state ; and that the w ay is now prepared, as soon as health permits, 
to proceed slowly inthe translation of the new Testament? Is it nothing, 


that just at this time, the monarch of the country has taken a violent hate 
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to the priests of his own religion, and is endeavoring, with all his po wer, 
to extirpate the whole order; at the same time professing to be an enqui- 
rer atter the true religion? ‘Is all this to be set down a mere ¢ ypher » Te 
is true that we may desire much more. But !et us use what we have, and 
God will give us more. However, men and money must be forthcoming, 
Work cannot be doue without men; and men cannot work without bread ; 
nor can we expect the ravens to feed them in ordinary cases. 

I do not say, several handrgi missionaries are needed here. This, 
though true, would he idle tals, My request, Ithink, modest. Five men, 
allowing two or three to each of the atations, is the emalle ‘st number that 
wil! possibly answer, 

I have received one fetter only from Mr. Baldwin. Mrs. Judson has also 
received one. I hope that brother Hough is the bearer of others. We 
expect him by the first opportunity.

VAST CONSUMPTION OF ARDENT SPIRITS. 


Ef it he admitted that the quantity of ardent spirits consumed annually 
in the United States cost forty-five miliions, (an estimate probably too 
small,) and that the population of the states be nine miffions, this sum 
would average five dollars to every individual in the union. In ten years, 
allowing the expense to cont inue the same. it would amount to 450,000, 
O00 dollars: and in 1@0 years it would be inereased to 4500,.000,000 dol- 
lars; a sum equal to the whole valuation of the several states 1m ei ighteen 
hundred and ten. 

But to bring the suject near home—the item of expense for the above 
article, in a town containing 1500 inhabitants, would be 4.500 dollars ; 
about double the amount of ordinary taxes of all descriptions, which is 
now considered @ heavy burden. Or, in other words, we cheerfully pay 
twice as much for the purchase of spirits, as we do for the education of 
youth, support of the poor, and other town expenses. 

It is not, however, granted that the people in all parts of the country 
are equally addicted to intemperance. We believe this vice does not pre- 
vail to the same extent in New-Englaiid as it does in the western and south- 
ern states. Still itis an evil of the first magnitude from Maine to Geo: r- 
gia. And we would seriously inquire if nothing can be dove to check i 
progress? By spirited exertions many families might be recovered from 
approaching ruin, and multitudes of individuals might be snatched fron 
plunging in the fatal gulph, and restered to their friends, their relations, 
and tothe public. It cannot be expected that a few scattered individuals, 
nor small and distant societies will avail much in effecting a reformation 
Fntemperance is a vice of long standing, ant has become deep rooted. 
When the use of spiritous liquors is discountenanced by the public gen 
erally—when drunka,ds are treated with that contempt they merit—when 
all sober persons, particularly christians, bear testimony, not only in 
words, but in conduct, against those seenes of confusion and revelling 
which ¢ commonly takes | place on public days, and when these exertions are 
seconded by magistrates in the execution of the laws, then, and not be- 
fore, can we rationaliy hope the plague wiil be stayed. LPortlund Gam

Northern Boundary.—A new map of Lower 
Manada, just published by Col. Bouchette, sur- 
veyor general of the province, has contributed 
to renew the discussions upon the subject of the 
northern and eastern boundaries between the U- 


nited States and Great Britain. This map gives 
to Great Britain a tier of towns in Maine, or a- 
bout 2,000,000 acres, which have hitherto been 
incorporated as a part of Massachusetts ; and in- 
fringes about three miles upon the northern fron- 
tier of Vermont and New-York. The first of 
these claims bas been officially urged by the Brit- 
ish agent under the 4th article of the Ghent trea- 
ty. Theclaim oi the first is predicted upon that 
expression in the treaty, which declares the hich- 
fands which divide the rivers falling into the At- 
lactic and those falling into the St. Lawrence, as 
the boundary. The river St. Jobns run? between 
two ridges which are the sources of the streams 
falling directly into the Atlantic and the St Law- 
rence. and empties itself into the biy of Fundy, 
‘The main ridge runs nortit west of the =t. Jolas; 
end being at the sources of the weters follipe in- 
to the St. Lawrence, has been considered the 
Jine. Col. Bouchette, aveiling himself of an e- 
quivoke, maintains that the bay of Fundy is not 
the Atlantic oeran, aud claims for his sovereton 
to the secendary ridge which senarates the st. 
Jchns from the waters renning south east. The 
Colonel and agent have vet one difficult point to 
establish; and tlfat is to shew that the Bay ot 
Fundy, which ts an arm of the Atlustic is a part 
of the St. Lawrence ; and until they can make 
this out, we suspéet the ¢aundid and intelligent 
of both nations will continue to regerd the main 
ridge as the boundary described in the treaty. 
With regard to the line between Canada and 
this state and Vermont, Col Bouchetie seems to 
predicate his opinion upon personal observation. 
About 20 years ago, Dr. Williams was emploved 
by the state of Vermont, to ascertain the 46th 
degree of Jatitade, in order fo quiet the fear of 
some of the inhabitants that they fell within {he 
Canadian boundary. At the suggestion of an of- 
ficer of the corps of the engineers, fhe Doctor. 
not long before his death, dr¢w up a statement of 
his observations, which was politely shown to us. 
‘ihe observations were made at Connecticut riv- 
erand Luke Memphremagog with the best in- 
etruments that could be procurcd, and were com- 
pletely satisfactory, in Hector William’s mind, 
that the line had been run considerably to the 
eouth of the 45th degree. We state these facts 
at this time merely as an of8-et to Col. Bouchett’s 
testimony. All doubts upon the subject will 
probably soon be removed ; as men of competent 
acience have some time since gone on with per- 
rect instruments, to make the requisite observa-
